U.N. A ide Tells FPA Why 
French Policies Different 


France’s view of history caus¬ 
es a concept of international 
relations different from other 
Western nations, the Lehigh Val¬ 
ley Chapter. Foreign Policy As¬ 
sociation. was told last night. 

Jean-Noel de Bouillane de La- 
Coste, secretary to the French 
mission at the United Nations, 
said. “Things in 1965, to us, re¬ 
main very much as they were 
20, 30 or 100 years ago. Human 
nature has still not improved. 
There are only more nations to¬ 
day.” 

Other Western nations, he said 


believe the world today is small¬ 
er and more homogeneous and 
have a feeling of belonging to 
the same community. 

“We believe the existence of 
nuclear weapons has created 
greater risks.” he told about 
200 persons at Moravian Col¬ 
lege, “and this leaves every 
state by itself. If during in¬ 
creased tension Russia seized 
Berlin and threatened to annihi¬ 
late the large cities of the Unit¬ 
ed States with nuclear weapons, 
the president would think twice 
before acting.
